The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record has failed to suggest either singly or in combination a novel one-touch 
type foldable tent. 

2. The applicant has disclosed the use of a center connection assembly having a 
shaft part connected elastically to a connection support part, wherein the shaft part has 
an upper plate and a plurality of engaging protrusions that fit are received in rotation 
guide grooves in the vertical pipe of the support part and further comprising a plurality of 
frame poles elastically biased against the support part to tend to expand outwardly from 
the support part when the upper plate of the shaft part is released away from the 
support part.
